AYER OAL GES

STEALING $33,000 


GENEVA, Nov. 27 (AP)-—Hat- 
old (Whitey) Dahl, 45-year-old 
American flyer and soldier of 
fortune, was convicted today of 
stealing $33,000 worth of gold 
to finance a gay time at Monte 
Carlo. He was sentenced to two 
years in prison. 

Dahl was found guilty by a 


jury of five women and a man 


of taking the gold from a Swiss- 
air plane he was piloting from 
Paris to Geneva in October 1953. 

In addition to the jail sen- 
tence, Dahl was ordered ex- 
pelled from Switzerland for 10 
years and ordered to pay the 
costs of the trial. 

The jury said Dahl “carried 
the gold from the plane and de- 
posited it in the apartment of 
his mistress.” The jury referred 
to Dahl’s Swiss girl friend, Miss 
Ella Eppenberger, a former 
Swissair hostess. She was ar- 
rested with Dahl in December 
1953, but later was released. 

The prosecution charged Dahl 


four days of high living at 
Monte Carlo with Miss Eppen- 
berger. Dahl claimed he won 
$10,000 from the gaming tables 
at the Riviera resort and used 
that to take up the tab for their 
stay. Miss Eppenberger testi- 
fied also that Dahl won large 
sums playing roulette. 

Dahl has clung steadfastly to 
his claim that he is innocent and 
that the package he was seen 
carrying from the plane con- 
bottles of 
cognac. 

“I am simply amazed at this 
example of justice in Switzer- 
land, a country that is supposed 
to be famous for its justice,” 
Dahl said. 

It was a low ebb in the career 
of Dahl, who sprang into inter- 
national prominence in the 
Spanish revolution which put 
Gen. Francisco Franco into 
power. 

Dahl flew for the Republican 
forces but was shot down by 
Franco’s men.

TAIPEH, Formosa, Nov. 27 
(AP)—Chinese Nationalist war- 
planes, ranging out. over the 
China Sea following the report- 
ed smashing of a Red Chinese 
landing attempt, today blasted 
Toumen island, Red outpost 13 
miles north of the Tachen 
islands. : 

Toumen is some 200 miles 
north of Wuchiu island, where 
the Nationalists claim they 
threw back a Communist attack 
yesterday. : 

No new developments were 
reported today from Wuchiu, a 
tiny island 72 miles west of 
Formosa .Despite earlier reports 
of hand-to-hand fighting, there 
are indications that the Com- 
munist troops did not actually 
land on Wuchiu. 

In reporting the incident to- 
day, the official Central News 
said the “invading fleet” was 
repulsed by shore batteries and 


‘Nationalist planes. 


An afternoon newspaper 
which spoke yesterday of a Com- 
munist invasion beachhead, 
heavy ground fighting and the 
arrival of Red reinforcements 
spoke today only of what it 
called an attempted Red landing. 
Today’s air attack on Toumen 
concentrated on gun positions 
from which the Communists 
have been shelling Yikiangshan 
island, a nearby Nationalist out- 
post eight miles northwest of 
the Tachens. 

Official reports said the planes 
hit their targets and returned 
to their base without meeting 
any Red interceptor planes. The 
number of planes involved in 
the raid was not disclosed. 

Meanwhile, the Interior Min- 
istry’s Tatao news agency said 
the Reds have reinforced their 
naval units in the Swatow area, 
between Hong Kong and Que- 
moy, with more than 10 gun- 
boats and five Russian-built mo- 
tor torpedo boats. These latter, 
Tatao said, are of the type that 
sank the Nationalist destroyer es- 
cort Taiping off the Tachens 
Nov. 14. 

The agency said the craft were 
transferred to the Swatow area, 
120 miles southwest of the Na- 
tionalist outpost of Quemoy, 
from the big south China island 
of Hainan and from Whampoa 
on the Pearl river near Canton.

“The past has demonstrated 
that such tests are a matter of 
international concern and not 
the concern of any one nation by 
itself,” Compton told a meeting 
of the Federation of American 
Scientists. 

The people of India and Japan 
were frightened and angry fol- 
lowing the test which resulted 
in injury to Japanese fishermen 
earlier this year, Compton said. 
He spent four months in the 
Far East during a world tour 
which ended last September. 

Compton, who had a prom- 
inent part in development of 
nuclear weapons in World War 
II, made his statement follow- 
ing criticism of the Govern- 
ment’s hydrogen bomb policies 
by David Inglis, of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s Argonne 
Laboratories, near Chicago. 

Inglis said a bar on future H- 
bomb tests would improve inter- 
national relations.

BEN AT AIRPORT 


First Flight to Be Made 
Here Is Spectacular 
Demonstration. 


Test flying of the new Mc- 
Donnell F-101A Voodoo fighter 
plane at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
started yesterday with the first 
flight to be made locally by one 
of the planes. Previous flights 
have been made only by two 
planes sent by transport to Ed- 
wards Air Force Base, Calif.

5, CALIFORNIA SMOG 
PARALIZES TRAFFIC 


Blanket Covers Area for 4th 
Day—Causes 1470 Auto 
Accidents. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 27 (AP) 
— For the fourth successive day, 
southern California was in the 
grip today of traffic-paralyziing, 
eye - smarting smog that the 
weather man says will continue 
over the weekeend. 

Indicative of the blinding ef- 
fect of the fog, which rolled 10 
miles inland from the Pacific, 
was a traffic report of 1470 
crashes since Wednesday. Only 
two deaths were attributed di- 
rectly to traffic. 

Fog closed Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport and Long Beach 
Airport again last night. Lock- 
heed Airport at inland Burbank, 
usually free of fog, was closed 
for an hour and then reopened. 

Football games scheduled for 
last night were postponed. 

Visibility in Los Angeles har- 
bor was three quarters of a mile. 
The fog slowed but did not stop 
the movement of ships. Fog 
horns in the harbor at Santa 
Monica had sounded steadily for 
48 hours. 

Even Santa Claus was ground- 
ed by fog in Santa Monica. Re- 
tail merchants there had ar- 
ranged for him to arrive by heli- 
copter. The children were on 
hand, but old Santa just couldn't 
fly through the fog. Santa fin- 
ally showed up late, riding in 
a bus. The kids weren't im- 
pressed. 

Cities in the metropolitan Los 
Angeles area were asked to re- 
frain from burning trash until 
the smog and fog siege is ended. 

Dr. Frederick D. Newbarr, Los

We heartily indorse the suggestion 
made by Charles L. Farris, executive 
director of the Land Clearance for 
Redevelopment Authority, that block 
units be organized on a city-wide 
basis to fight the spread of blight and 
conserve existing properties. 

Beginning in 1932 the Urban 
League has helped to organize 278 
block units. People living in these 
blocks (regardless of race, creed, 
color and economic and social status), 
work together to improve and pre- 
serve the neighborhoods in which 
they live. 

Results have been noteworthy. Re- 
pairs have been made on homes, 
yards have been beautified, vacant 
lots cleared of rubbish, municipal 
services improved, spot zoning 
blocked, neighborhood nuisances 
eliminated, and so on. 

The block unit program is a demo- 
cratic grass root movement. It per- 
mits those least favored, as well 
as those who are economically secure, 
to contribute their fair share towards 
the maintenance of better homes and 
neighborhoods in our city. 

We think Mr. Farris is entirely 
correct when he says public housing 
and slum clearance are not the whole 
answer. There must be citizen par- 
ticipation on every level. The block 
unit gram is one way in which 
this can be obtained.

False Expectations 


The division between the United States and 


its Latin American cousins meeting in Rio de 


Janeiro is hardly more noticeable than the di- 
vision in United States policy itself. 

So far the Inter-American Economic Confer- 
ence has offered a simple scene, The sister re- 
publics have asked for more North American 
assistance and Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey has said No. Of course this country can- 
not meet every demand on it for aid and the 
Latin Americans hardly expect us to do that. 
But they might expect that we live up to prin- 
ciples earlier stated. 


President Eisenhower once accused the pre- 
vious Administration of neglecting Latin Ameri- 
en and said, Statesmanship can do better 
than that.” 


He sent his brother, Dr. Milton S, Eisenhower, 
on a tour and the result was a detailed report 
urging both governmental aid and private in- 
vestment in the Southern nations. 

. . * 

Then Secretary of State Dulles went to the 
Caracas conference to win support for an anti- 
Communist resolution by promising that Wash- 
ington would give more attention to Latin 
America’s serious economic problems. 

Now, what is the result of all these statements 
and promises? Is Milton Eisenhower even at the 
Rio conference? Is Secretary Dulles? They are 
not. Instead, our delegation is led, not by a for- 
eign policy expert, but by the economy-minded 
Secretary of the Treasury who meets Latin 
hopes with a series of negatives. 

Secretary Humphrey has offered what Don- 
ald Grant, Post-Dispatch correspondent in Rio 
de Janeiro, terms a “vague suggestion” that 
Americans might be allowed to do business 
southward without paying income taxes. 

He has talked of increasing Export-Import 


@ hank funds. But this bank primarily helps to fi- 


nance purchases from the United States, and 
what Latin America's inflated economies need 
are fewer purchases and more sales. 

He has also offered a plan for an international 
finance corporation under the World Bank. This 
could indeed help under-development areas if it 
had the capital. But the only capital mentioned 
so far is $100,000,000, and with that the agency 
would be expected to help the whole free world. 

* * * 


Aside from these points, Mr. Humphrey has 
loftily advised Latin Americans to put their 
faith in free private enterprise—which they 
cannot develop without more capital. That is 
exactly what the Rio conference is all about. 


Secretary Humphrey's desire to protect the 
taxpayer at home would look better abroad if 
the United States had not earlier raised false 
expectations of concrete help. As it is, a nega- 
tive Latin American policy will force the sister 
republics farther away from us and create extra 
bitterness as well. 


The United States seems to have a Dulles 
offensive platoon to get what it wants politically, 
and a Humphrey defensive platoon to guard 
the economic goal posts. That strategy will not 
fool anybody and is downright embarrassing 
south of the border. 
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Regulation Is Not Socialism 
Disliking Government regulation, A. M. Rip- 
pel, manager of Phillips Petreleum Co.'s natural 
gas department, does what comes naturally. He 


condemns it as a step toward socialism, Phillips 


is the natural gas producer. involved in a Su- 
preme Court decision bidding the Federal Power 
Commission regulate natural gas in interstate 
commerce. a 

Mr. Rippel apparently is following the line of 
the electric industry, which, on finding that 
most Americans like public power but dislike 
socialism, decided to cease fighting public power 
as such and start fighting it as socialism.

Regulation, accordingly, is the middle-ground 
between abusive exploitation of the public at one 
extreme and state ownership of basic industries 
at the other. 

Fighting regulation that is in the public inter- 
est, accordingly, is not fighting socialism, but 
inviting it. 3 ; 


It Must Stop Somewhere 

Whether to build and test a “super-super” hy- 
drogen bomb, many times more powerful than 
those heretofore developed, is now a subject of 
grave debate in the Government, Joseph and 
Stewart Alsop report. . 

The reason for hesitating to go ahead appears 
to be a scientific uncertainty as to the con- 
sequences of exploding such a weapon. There 
is some fear, not shared by all scientists, that 
the radiation hazard is too high to be risked. 

Surely other considerations in addition to the 
danger of poisoning the earth's atmosphere 
ought to enter into this decision. 

Is there not some point at which piling super- 
bomb on super ceases to make military sense? 

If a hydrogen bomb of the caliber already 
developed will wipe out any conceivable target 
on earth, as we have been led to believe, what 
is the strategic reason for building yet more 
powerful H-bombs? Why expend resources, ener- 
gy and manpower to build weapons which seem- 
ingly cannot accomplish any more than existing 
weapons can accomplish?

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Publish the Evidence 

At his press conference Tuesday, President 
Eisenhower defended Secretary of State Dulles’s 
decision to dismiss John Paton Davies after 23 
years in the Foreign Service. Mr. Dulles, the 
President said, devoted much prayerful study 
to the case before reaching that decision. 

This may well be. But Mr. Dulles’s prayers 
and Mr. Dulles's study do not in themselves 
comprise sufficient proof that his decision was 
wise and just. 

Mr. Dulles and the members of the panel 
who heard the Davies case are human. Despite 
their best prayers and their most earnest studies, 
they can make mistakes. 

Was the Davies decision a mistake? Former 
Ambassador George F. Kennan called it II- 
advised—under the most charitable interpreta- 
tion, a tragic misunderstanding which cannot 
be conducive to competence in the Foreign 
Service.” Rear Admiral Ellis M. Zacharias (Ret.), 
called it “a pusillanimous decision inspired and 
motivated by domestic political considerations.” 

The Washington Evening Star called it “a 
disgraceful result of a shameful procedure.” 
Joseph C. Harsch, special correspondent of The 
Christian Science Monitor, called it “a political 
attack on a civil servant.” 

Roscoe Drummond in his New York Herald 
Tribune column called the decision “a bizarre 
and nightmarish application of security.” 

The Washington Post called it “a sacrifice on 
the “altar of McCarthyism.” The Des Moines 
Register called it “a further blow to the bat- 
tered morale of the career foreign service.” The 
New York Times called it the result of “what is 
essentially a star chamber proceeding.” 

On the other side, the New York Herald 
Tribune, the Newark Evening News and the 
Chicago Tribune have editorially upheld Mr. 
Dulles’s decision. Now it is of course possible 
that the commentators we quote above are 
wrong, while Mr. Dulles and his supporters are 
right. But how are the American people to judge? 

Secretary Dulles ought to publish the full 
record of the case, as Mr. Davies has requested. 
Only by knowing on what evidence the panel 
and Mr. Dulles decided that Mr. Davies was a 
security risk can the public judge whether they 
were right. 
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Seven Forgotten Names

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Four Men Read a Report 

The St. Louis School Board's four executive 
officers have filed their answers to the Kearney 
report. A. T. Kearney & Co., business consult- 
ants, had declared after a survey that St. Louis- 
ans were spending $1,487,000 a year too much 
for non-instructional services in their school 
system. The executive officers were asked to 
comment. Their views have a surprising variety:

Auditor Bruce 
enters a general denial of waste in his depart- 
ment, implying that if the taxpayers were failing 
to get a dollar’s worth of auditing services for 
every dollar they put out it is merely because of 
an unhappy working of the statutes and the 
board’s own rules. Building Commissioner 
Rhodes, whose department was the target of the 
greatest criticism, takes the offensive and 
charges the report is erroneous and misleading;

What Economy in Junk Mail? 


The Chicago Daily News 


It is time to put a stop to the waste- 
ful, inefficient “junk” mail policy by 


“which Postmaster General Summerfield 


has turned the letter carriers of the 
postal service into virtual pack animals. 

By junk mail we mean the unsolici- 
ted mail you receive in your mailbox 
addressed either to Postal Patron, 
Local,” Residential Patron, Local,” or 
“Business Patron, Local.” 


This is a third-class mailing privilege 
authorized about a year ago by the 
Postmaster General by which adver- 
tisers may distribute their advertising 
and samples of their products at a low 
postage rate, thus evading the cost of 
addressing individual mailings, 


The same sort of service was at- 
tempted in 1934, when James Farley 
—— ene tige General, and was aban- 

ned. 


It ought immediately to be abolished 
for two reasons: 


1. It is slowing up the delivery of 
regular mail. The reason for this is ob- 
vious: Normally a letter carrier delivers 
his mail to approximately 80 per cent of 
the addresses on his route. Under the 
bulk mailing privilege granted to busi- 
ness concerns by the Summerfield edict, 
he must deliver the advertising matter 
and samples to 100 per cent of the ad- 
dresses on his route. 


2. There is room to doubt that the 
increase in revenue obtained by the 
department under the new provision 
is sufficient to pay for the cost of the 
service involved. 

The need for action is immediate, be- 
cause the use of this service is mush- 
rooming. More and more business con- 
cerns, which once paid distributors to 
deliver their handbills and samples are 
discovering how much cheaper it is to 
do this through a public agency. 


3,500,000 From One Office in a Week 


In the Chicago office alone, 
there originated 3,500,000 pieces of this 
cheap advertising in the last week of 
October. This did not include the mail- 
ings from other post offices.

That dear old Post Office Department. 
It's so vitally important to all of us, 
1 F really do have a sort of affection 
or it. 

But oh, sometimes how we cuss it! 
Do they have to make things so diffi- 
cult? ’ 

We usually get along well enough 
with the mailman himself, but some- 
times we are awfully annoyed with his 
employers. So is he, as a matter of fact. 

One of the most recent rulings by 
the Post Office Department is one caus- 
ing the most trouble. Some people like 
it. Some are distressed by it. 

We are speaking, of course, of Post- 
master General Summerfield’s amend- 
ment to Order No. 55337 of the Postal 
Regulations. 

Under the original order, circulars 
addressed Boxholder“ could be deliv- 
ered, like first class mail, to all rural, 
star route and post office box holders— 
at third class rates. | 

Under Mr. Summerfield’s amendment, 
circulars may be delivered to everyone 
served by letter carriers—which means 
house to house delivery. 

Mr. Summerfield made this amend- 
ment as an economy move. There is no 
sorting of this type mail; the postman 
need only leave a circular at each home. 


Mail Pouches Become Heavier 


But a strong doubt exists as to the 
real economy of such a move. For one 
thing, so many advertisers have taken 
advantage of this new, low cost way 
to send out circulars on a wide basis. 
the post office is handling a great deal 
more mail than it did previously. 

Besides this, a lot of citizens are an- 
noyed. Looking for important business 
and social mail, they don’t like to find 
their box filled with a lot of advertising 


ars. 

An article in the Reader’s Digest, dis- 
cussing the “junk mail” order, says 
mailmen are pretty unhappy about it. 
Their mail pouches are a lot heavier 
these days. 

Some newspapers have objected to 
the order too. They feel that many ad- 
vertisers will use more direct mail and 
less newspaper space under the new 
plan. 

But other papers are taking advan- 
tage of the new mail order. Many who 
already had shoppers are now reach- 
ing more readers by simply addressing 
the papers “boxholder.” 

As we see it, Mr. Summerfield’s order 
has its merits as well as its disadvan- 
tages. 

Aside from how it is helping or hurt- 
ing individual businesses, we think one 
of the most important things to con- 
sider is: How economical is this order? 
Is it really saving the post office mon- 
ey. or is the increased load actually 
adding to the red side of the ledger? 

Perhaps the order has not been in 
effect long enough yet to tell. But we 
think Mr. Summerfield should make a 
report on this as soon as possible.

Between Book Ends 


Reply to Toynbee 
THE LIE ABOUT THE WEST, by Douglas Jerrold 
(Sheed & Ward, 85 pgs., $1.75). 
Chilton Williamson in the Saturday 
Review. 


It was a foregone conclusion that 
Arnold J. Toynbee’s recent historical 
and religious analyses would create a 
storm. His “The World and the West” 
examined the impact of an aggressive 
West upon the world and pronounced 
its major effects to have been bad. 

Moreover, he suggested that Chris- 
tianity may have lost the initiative and 
that a new religion might emerge from 
an amalgam of certain Christian con- 
cepts with some derived from the Hindu. 
Judging by the British press Mr. Toyn- 
bee has since had a 
personal problem of 
peaceful co-exist- 
ence with some of 
his former admirers 


cepted his interpre- 
tation of history. 

As a Tory histo- 
rian and as a Chris- 
tian in sympathy 
with some of the

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SHEPPARD JURY 
TO HEAR MORE OF 
TRAIL OF BLOOD 


Detective Tells of 80 
Spots in House, Iden- 
tifies Only One as 
Human So Far. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
For two days the jury in the 
trial of Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard, 


Marilyn, has been hearing testi- 
mony about a trail of blood 
spots through the Sheppard 
house. More than 80 spots were 
scattered through the Bay Vil- 
lage home where the pregnant 
31-year-old Mrs. Sheppard was 
beaten to death last July 4 with 
a weapon police say they never 
found. 

The jurors will hear more 
about the trail again Monday— 
perhaps for another two days— 
and will hear at least one other 
expert witness of the state, in 
1 addition to Detective Henry 
fe Dombrowski, who was on the 

stand all day yesterday and most 
of Wednesday morning. 

Miss Mary Cowan, 47, a labo- |-— 
ratory technologist in the coro- 
“ner’s office for nearly 15 years, 
is scheduled to testify about 
the blood trail when Dombrow- 
ski. finishes. 


One Spot of Human Blood. 

So far Dombrowski has estab- 
lished that only one of the more 
than 80 spots was human blood. 
That was a spot no bigger than 
the head of a tack—a spot cut 
out of the third step from the 
bottom of the basement steps 
at the Sheppard home. 

The Cleveland police detective 
has admitted he does not know 
how long that one spot was on 
the step before he cut it from 
the wood July 23, or how it got 
there, or whose blood it was, or 
who might have carried it there.

What Dombrowski's testimony 
has implied thus far is that the 
killer of Mrs. Sheppard wan- 
dered about in nearly all parts of 
the lakefront heme, dripping 
blood, and went to places such 
as the basement and garage 
where a prowler or burglar 
would not likely go. 

The defendant has said a 
bushy-haired man killed his 
wife and knocked him out just 
outside the murder bedroom and 
then on the beach back of the 
house. Injuries the 30-year-old 
osteopath said he received will 
be the subject of other testi- 
mony scheduled for Monday. 
Dr. E. Richard Hexter, who ex- 
amined Dr. Sheppard on July 4, 
will take the stand Monday be- 
fore Dombrowski completes his 
1 testimony, the prosecution said. 
ö William J. Corrigan, chief de- 
fense counsel, indicated yester- 
day that he was near the end 
of his four-hour cross-examina- 
tion of Dombrowski, who has 
been in the Cleveland police 
chemistry laboratory 10 years. 

Alert Witness. 

Dombrowski, an alert and 
earnest witness—anxious to ex- 
plain and determined to be un- 
derstood correctly — took the 
rugged cross-examination well. 
He talked with assurance and 
detachment about what he did 
and what he knew in the murder 
investigation. | 

“Where are your notes? ... 
You have to rely on your mem- 
ory, don’t you? ... What have 
I got to check you with?” These 
were questions Corrigan asked 
repeatedly. 

This type of questioning en- 
abled Dombrowski: 

1. To explain the control 
method he used in the test 
tube analysis that showed the 
one basement step spot to be 
human blood. In addition to 
the tiny sliver of wood with 
the stain, he took control 
slivers from nearby which 
had no stains, but presumably 
had the same wood and paint 
composition. These control 
slivers reacted negatively. 

2. To tell how when a white 
precipitant formed, indicating 
the sliver was stained with 
human blood and not animal 
blood. He called in several 
persons from outside his lab- 
oratory to note the result. He 
did not tell these persons 
“what he was testing. He sim- 
ply got them to corroborate 
what he saw in his test tubes. 

Possibility of Dog’s Blood. 

In this wood sliver test, Dom- 
browski said he used an anti- 
human serum derived from rab- 
bits. Corrigan, who repeatedly 
has brought to the jury’s at- 
tention that the Sheppards’ pet 
female dog dripped blood about 
the house last April, suggested 
“dog blood and human blood 
were pretty closely related.”

TALKS ON KOREA 


India Heading Move in 
U.N. — Western Na- 

_tions Reluctant to Ne- 
gotiate. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. V., 
Nov. 27 (AP) — Asian diplomats 
are reported to be pressing for 
new talks between the Com- 
munists and the 16 United Na- 
tions Allies that fought in Korea 
in hopes of restarting negotia- 
tions for a final settlement. The 
plan was given little chance of 
Western support. 


The Asians sounded out their 
U.N. colleagues on the possi- 
bility of such a parley as the 
Assembly’s top political commit- 
tee prepared for another discus- 
sion of the Korean question 
early next week. 


Communist sources here have 
hinted they would favor a new 
conference with the U.N. allies 
but western delegates say they 
do not want another parley like 
the one held in Geneva last 
summer. They broke off the 
Geneva talks after weeks of 
futile negotiations with the 
Reds. 

The U.N. allies were reported 
preparing a resolution for Po- 
litical Committee consideration 
which would merely note the 
Geneva failure. Souré@es said it 
will omit any suggestion for ac- 
tion at the present stage. 


Menon Taking Lead. 


Indian delegate V. K. Krish- 
na Menon, Prime Minister 
Nehru's chjef policy adviser, is 
reported working behind the 
scenes to see what can be done 
about arranging some kind of 
meeting between the two sides. 

Menon played a leading role 
in the U.N. negotiations leading 
to the exchange of Korean war 
prisoners and the eventual cease- 
fire. During the General As- 
sembly’s lengthy efforts to end 
the Korean conflict, Menon 
served as mediator between the 
Communists and the Western 
powers. It was India’s resolu- 
tion which laid the basis for the 
cease-fire formula finally ac- 
cepted by the Assembly as just 
and reasonable. 

South Korea’s Premier and 
Foreign Minister, Y. T. Pyun, is 
here to take part in the debate 
on the possibility of frée all- 
Korean elections and unification 
of the divided peninsula.

PITTSBURGH Pa., Nov. 27 
(AP)—AFL Teamsters Local 249 
has ended a year-long strike 
against five major department 
stores—paving the way for set- 
tlement by 11 other AFL unions 
involved in the walkout. 

A new contract, signed yes- 
terday, brought hope the 11 
other unions would settle quick- 
ly. The teamsters’ rank and file 
voted 422 to 299 to authorize 
signing of the three-year pact. 

Sources close to both sides in 
the controversy estimated the 
teamsters lost $3,000,000 in 


wages. During the walkout the 
stores have withheld earnings 
reports. Informed observers es- 
timated, however, that the 
strike cost the stores between 
25 and 40 per cent of their nor- 
mal gross business. 
Two Main Issues. 

The teamsters struck a year 
ago today. The main issues were 
whether the union or the stores 
should determine when helpers 
were needed on trucks and 
when the stores could use parcel 
post for deliveries. The union 
had those rights under the old 
contract. 

The new agreement gives the 
stores the power to deeide when 
to assign helpers. As for. use 
of parcel post, the stores agreed 
to use this form of delivery only 
when all drivers are working. 

Observers believe that under 
the new contract about 200 
helpers and drivers may be dis- 
charged by the stores, Any dis- 
missals will be on a seniority 
basis, with from $300 to $1500 
in severance pay provided under 
the new agreement. 

The teamsters’ strike was 
quickly joined by all other AFL 
unions. Union spokesmen say 
2200 remain on strike today. 
But, as they have since the 
strike started, the stores—Kauf- 
mann’s, Horne’s, Gimbel’s, 
Frank & Seder and Rosen- 
baum's — continue operating. 
Those working are either mem- 
bers of CIO unions or do not 
belong to any union.

Your Food Problems 
Petit Fours 


By Edith M. Barber 


YOU CAN MAKE THESE DELICIOUS, PROFESSIONAL-LOOKING 
PETIT POURS QUICKLY AND EASILY IN YOUR OWN KITCHEN. 


HERE are a few French 
T terms that have crept into 

the English language, and 
we have practically adopted 
them as our own. Take “petit 
fours”—almost all of us know 
when we see these words on a 
menu or at à fine bakery that 
they are used to describe dainty 
little cakes. 

How many of us know, how- 
ever, the literal meaning of 
these words? “Fours” is the 
French word for oven and, of 
course, we all know that “petit”: 
mean little. Therefore, we have 
a “little bake.” If we attempt 
to prepare these delicacies at 
home, we have always consid- 
ered them a big bake, as it takes 
some time to mix a batter, to 
bake and frost it. 

With the aid of an angel food 
mix and an easy frosting, we 
can cut time in the kitchen to 
a minimum and have most at- 
tractive results. Our little cakes 
garnished with chocolate sprin- 
kles, or tiny colored candies or 
nuts, can have a very profes- 
sional appearance. Served on 
paper doilies arranged on one 
of those novel double wire cake 
racks, they will be a charming 
accompaniment to afternoon tea 
or to ice cream used as a dinner 
or a ladies’ luncheon dessert. 

Petit Fours and Cupcakes. 

One package (17 ounce) angel 
food mix, one-half teaspoon 
anisette flavoring, butter frost- 
ing, three tablespoons chocolate 
sprinkles, three-quarter cup 
finely cut figs, one cup nuts, 


chopped, 30 walnut halves. 
Prepare angel food mix ac- 
cording to package directions. 
Divide batter in half. Fold 
anisette flavoring into half the 
batter. Pour into ungréased 13 
by 9 by 2-inch pan. Bake in 
moderate oven (375 degrees 
Fahrenheit) about 20 minutes, 
or until cake springs back when 
pressed lightly in center with 
finger. Cool cake upside down 
in pan, resting corners on edges 
of other pans. Let stand until 
cold. Frost with butter frosting, 
which has been tinted green. Cut 
cake in small pieces with ser- 
rated edged knife. Top with 
chocolate sprinkles. Fold figs 
and chopped nuts into remain- 
ing batter. Spoon into paper 
baking cups, filling about two- 


thirds full. Garnish each with. 


a walnut half. Bake on un- 
greased baking sheet in mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees Fahren- 
heit) 15 to 20 minutes, Yield: 
About 2% dozen cupcakes. , 
Butter Frosting. 

Ingredients: one-quarter cup 
butter or margarine, two cups 
sifted confectioners’ sugar, three 
tablespoons milk (about), one 
teaspoon vanilla extract, dash of 
salt, green food coloring. 

Cream butter or margarine 
until soft. Add part of sugar 
and blend well. Add remaining 
sugar, alternately with milk un- 
til of consistency to spread, 
beating until smooth Add 
vanilla and salt. Blend well, 
and tint green with few drops 
of green food coloring.

Whooping Cough 
Is on Increase 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


HOOPING cough is defi- 
nitely on the increase in 
St. Louis. To date this year 
111 resident cases have been 
reported to the Health Division. 
This compares with 49 cases re- 
rted for the corresponding 
period in 1953. Reports from the 
Public Health Service indicate 
that this increase in the inci- 
dence of whooping cough is na- 
tion-wide. In St. Louis, as else- 
where throughout this country, 
the reporting of whooping cough 
is very poor. The 111 cases re- 
ported so far this year represent 
a small percentage of the actual 
— occurring in the commu- 


y. 

Whooping cough, although a 
common disease of childhood, 
should always be considered a 
serious disease. Most whooping 
cough cases and deaths occur 
among infants and pre-school 
children. Ninety per cent of 
the deaths occur before the third 
birthday and more than 70 per 
cent before the first. Most 
deaths occur in infants under 
six months of age. The infant 
deaths from whooping cough 
are generally higher than those 
from measles, diphtheria, scar- 
let fever and tuberculosis. 

Fortunately. there is an ef- 
fective vaccine to prevent whoop- 
ing cough. To obtain maximum 
protection all infants and pre- 
school children (under 5 years 
of age) can and should be pro-
